Nixon to sell stockpiled material 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon today an­ 
nounced plans to sell $6 billion worth of industrial raw 
materials from the nation’s strategic stockpile —in 
effect using the metals and minerals which had been 
purchased for defense purposes to wage an offensive 
against inflation. 
“In our current fight against rising prices, one weapon 
which has not yet been effectively employed is our 
national strategic stockpile,” the President said. 
The President asked Congress to approve legislation 
authorizing him to sell 16 major commodities worth $4.1 


billion. He said existing law already gives him the power 
to dispose of $1.9 billion worth of goods he considers to be 
in excess of the nation’s needs. 
If Congress approves, the result would be a slimmed 
down hoard wortn $700 million —which Nixon said would 
he enough to provide the weapons for a year-long war. 
The stockpile currently consists of 91 commodities 
with a market value of $6.7 billion, but over half of the 
current dollar value is in seven items: aluminum, 
copper, lead, silver, tin, tungsten and zinc. 
“Short term demand for industrial commodities has 


outpaced short-term supplies,” Nixon told Congress. “As 
a result, prices for industrial commodities have recently 
been increasing at unacceptably high rates—in some 
cases by more than 30 per cent in the past 12 months 
alone. 
“These increases will eventually be felt in higher 
prices for the American consumer if we do not act 
decisively now,” he said. 
“By disposing of unneeded items in the strategic 
stockpile, we can strike a crucial blow for the American 
consumer,” he said. 


Previous presidents have suggested sales of individual 
stockpiled commodities in an effort to force rollbacks of 
commercial prices. But Nixon becomes the first to 
propose a wholesale sell-off for economic reasons. 
Nixon’s proposal would mark the first major sale of 
items from tne stockpile, which was created in 1938 
during the buildup that preceded World War II. The store 
of possible war material was reorganized in 1946. and 
most of the materials now in warehouses from coast-to- 
coast was acquired in the 1950s, during and immediately 
after the Korean War.

Farr not optimistic 
about his future

William T. Farr, the Los Angeles 
Times reporter who was jailed for 
46 days after refusing to reveal the 
sources of a news story, told a Cal 
Poly audience Saturday night that 
though he’s “not very optimistic” 
about 
his 
future, 
he sees 
no 
honorable alternative but to keep 
his 
promise 
to 
withhold 
his 
informants’ identities. 


The husky, 38-year-old ex-marine 
received a stay from supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas while 
his case runs the gamut of legal 
appeals. 


A State apellate court has already 
decided against his position, he said, 
the composition of the Supreme 
Court offers only dim hope and a 
denial of his appeal hearing could 
require his immediate return to 
virtual life confinement for civil 


contempt for as long as he withholds 
the names. 
Farr was jailed last Nov. 27 some 
18 months after he had published in 
the Los Angeles Herald Examiner a 
news story on the Charles Manson 
murder 
trial 
which 
included 
information obtained from other 
sources 
but 
verified 
by 
two 
attorneys involved in the case. The 
case was heard by Judge Charles 
Older, he said. 
The Times court reporter quoted 
Older’s in-chambers transcript of an 
Oct. 8, 1970 conversation between 
the two in which the judge affirmed 
Farr’s right as a reporter to remain 
silent under section 1070 of the state 
evidence code. 
Farr’s troubles, he said, came 
when he left the Herald Examiner to 
work for the District Attorney, 
allowing Older to claim that his 
protection from forced testimony as 
a reporter no longer held.

Tornadoes kill at least 
eight in Texas rampage

Killer tornadoes raided Texas 
from the Panhandle to the Gulf 
Coast Sunday, causing death and 
injury in three cities and destroying 
homes, cars and airplanes. 
At least eight persons were killed, 
and 19 others were injured. 
A huge tornado trapped motorists 
on Interstate 35 in southern Texas 
near Pearsall Sunday evening. The 
twister 
crossed 
the 
highway 
smashing cars to pieces and killing 
five persons. Nine other persons 
were injured in the storm. Half a 
mile of highway pavement was dug 
up. 
In 
Plainview, 
in 
the 
Texas 
Panhandle, a twister struck before 
dawn, killing a child fleeing for a 
storm cellar and a news reporter in 
his car following a police vehicle. 
An oil well worker was killed in 
Rockport, on the southern Texas 
coast, late Sunday when high winds 
blew an oil rig on top of him. 
The persons killed in the Pearsall 
twister were found alongside the 
freeway among pieces of cars. 
“Most of the dead people we found 
had their clothing stripped off of 
them by the winds,” said state 
patrolman Bill Rowan. “We found 
parts 
of 
cars—doors, 
seats, 
fenders—for a 
mile 
along 
the 


highway, but we can’t tell how many 
cars were wrecked. 
“We have this stack of purses, but 
they are all barren, torn open by the 
tornado and emptied,” he said. 
The Pearsall tornado also struck 
the Frio County Airport, where 13 
airplanes were destroyed. It killed a 
number of cattle along the way, 
leaving dead carcasses strewn along 
either side of a rut in the earth. 


The Plainview twister destroyed 
25 homes and two businesses and 
damaged 40 other homes. It first 
struck the west side of town, where 
Kevin Lewellen, 2, and his parents 
were caught before they could reach 
a storm cellar.

U.S. blamed in explosions

Cairo’s semiofficial newspaper A1 Gomhouriya said today the United 
States collaborated in Saturday’s sabotage of American-owned oil storage 
tanks in South Lebanon. 
The editorial said the action was taken to create friction between the 
guerrillas and Saudi Arabian and Lebanese authorities, at the expense of 
only minor damage to the American installations. 
It said new American plans were aimed at dealing blows to the guerrillas 
because once they were silenced “most Arabs will be silent.” 
The newspaper also repeated charges that American agents collaborated 
with the Israelis in last week’s raid on Beirut during which the Israelis 
assassinated three Palestinian leaders. The U.S. State Department has 
denied these charges. 
A1 Gomhouriya said that to implement its campaign against the 
guerrillas, the United States in 1972 gave Israel more weapons than during 
the previous six years.

More rain pours on Mississippi 


VICKSBURG, Miss. (UPI) - A 
line 
of 
heavy 
thunderstorms 
churned 
through 
waterlogged 
Mississippi today with flash flooding 
reported in Jackson and other areas. 


But weather officials said the rain 
was not expected to have any major 
effect on the backwater flooding in 
the Mississippi Delta north of 
Vicksburg where several hundred 
families have been evacuated during 
the past three weeks. 


“This rain isn’t going to help any, 
that’s for sure,” river forecaster 
C.J. O’Brien said. “But it shouldn’t 
affect 
the 
overall 
situation 


materially unless we have a lot 
more rain.” 
An emergency work crew of 100 
convicts shored up a levee near 
Vicksburg Sunday, protecting about 
500 homes from the backwater 
flooding. 


Col. K. E. McLaughlin, area civil 
defense director, said the force of 
convicts from the state penitentiary 
completed the task of raising low 
spots in the levee. 


The Civil Defense had estimated 
last week that about 200 homes 
around the Eagle Lake fishing 
resort northwest of Vicksburg would 


be damaged by high water, but 
McLaughlin 
said 
it 
was 
now 
anticipated that only about 20 to 25 
homes would be involved. 
Backwater from the rain swollen 
Yazoo River worked its way through 
an earthen dam last Friday and 
pushed through a second rock dam 
that had been erected as a backup. 
Downriver in Louisiana, the flood 
waters of the Mississippi river 
gouged out the foundation of a 140- 
foot long concrete wall that helps 
direct the river’s flow, forcing

Rather than being stubborn with the judge, Farr said that 
his cooperation with Older, especially in telling him that 
the confidential informants were attorneys in the case, has 
in fact aggravated the case. 
He said that, though the two attorneys have since 
perjured themselves by denying under oath that they 
revealed the information, he would not disclose their 
names because “I gave them an unequivocable, personal 
and professional promise that had no if’s and no 
qualifications.” 
Though Farr, who termed himself a lifelong Republican, 
said he doubted if his case fits into what he termed the 
Nixon Administration’s “arrogant disdain for the public’s 
right to know,” he held that confidential news sources have 
indeed begun to dry up. In the last 18 months, he explained, 
31 reporters have been threatened with jail and five of these 
have actually been confined. 
“One thing 1 always like to stress is that the term 
‘reporters privilege’ bothers me because it conjures up 
the thought in the average citizen to probably ask persons 
such as myseif, ‘Who are you to have a privilege the 
average citizen doesn’t have? Why shouldn’t you have to 
testify like everybody else?’ And it’s a legitimate question. 
“The truth of the matter is that we do not regard that 
privilege as a special privilege of reporters to create a 
special status but rather (we need it) so that we can better 
serve a better free flow of information. 
“It’s always suspected, the courts beatman added, “that 
we want certain powers to sell more newspapers or get 
higher ratings... But I can tell you without any question that 
the L.A. Times will print a million copies tomorrow and 
next week and next month whether I have the legal right to 
protect my sources or not. 
“What will happen (without that right) is that certain 
types of stories —about corruption in government and 
organized crime, to name two great big categories—will 
not be in those papers. The sources will not take the chance 
of coming forward and telling you certain types of 
information.” 


Elks Lodge decision upheld 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme Court by a 6 to 3 
vote let stand today a state court ruling which revoked the 
liquor licenses of 15 Elks lodges in Maine on grounds they 
practiced racial discrimination. 


The licenses were invalidated Dec. 11 bv Maine’s 
Supreme Judicial 
Court on 
the basis of a state 
antidiscrimination statute enacted in 1969. 
The U.S. Supreme Court held in a Pennsylvania decision 
in June that the U.S. Constitution did not require racial 
nondiscrimination on the part of lodges holding state liquor 
licenses. 
But today’s action made it plain that the Court feels that 
the states have the right to take action in the field.

Hitch contract 


How much should a tax supported university pay its 
president? 
After much ado including the filing of a court action, 
the Regents of the University of California threw aside 
its curtain of secrecy to disclose the contract by which 
they engaged Charles J. Hitch as president. 
Their reluctance to let the taxpayers in on what they 
were paying is understandable. For the compensation 
provided in the contract is in excess of $150,000 a year. 
This includes a salary of $53,500 which, in itself, is more 
than that paid the Governor. On top of that Hitch is 
allowed $15,000 for travel and entertainment over and 
above that which he is reimbursed under state 
regulations. 
The contract also provides that Hitch shall be 
furnished a residence complete with car, chauffeur and 
“ servants” . The car, driver and “ servants” represent at 
least another $40,000 a year. 
The residence is a mansion given to the University. Its 
value can be judged by the fact the state reportedly spent 
$400,000 to renovate and furnish it for Hitch’s occupancy. 
No property tax is paid on it. A conservative rental value 
would be $18,000 a year and another $17,000 is budgeted 
for utilities, maintenance and miscellaneous. The 
“ servants” do not include gardeners, this being charged 
to the University as part of the school of Landscape 
Architecture. 
Not calculated is the value of Hitch’s lifetime 
guaranteed annuity of $18,000 a year together with 
disability and survivor benefits. This far exceeds that 
earned by state employees in regular retirement 
benefits. It was a condition of the contract along with an 
initial guarantee of nearly three years of full salary if he 
was terminated during his first year and a continuing 
one year full salary plus the annuity if he is now fired. 
But these benefits, along with the residence, car, 
chauffeur, 
“ servants” 
and 
excess 
entertainment 
allowances, are all a part of Hitch’s compensation. They 
are items which citizens, whose tax money is used to 
E 
rovide them, must account for on their income tax. 
[itch doesn’t even pay rent for the residence, let alone 
property taxes. And what about the domestic help? 
Private citizens engaging such help must pay them out of 
tax paid income and must also pay social security and 
other payroll taxes for them. 
Disregarding the unfortunate and aristocratic choice 
of the term “ servants” rather than “ domestic help” or 
household staff” , it is an arrogant contract. It states, in 
effect, that regardless of tne legal limitations for 
compensation of state officials, the Regents will pay out 
of an “ unrestricted endowment fund” the fringe benefits 
in excess of those allowed by law. 
In defense of their free spending the Regents point ot a 
survey of 20 other colleges. This included the private 
schools of Harvard, Cornell, Columbia and Johns 
Hopkins and the state schools of Alabama, Michigan and 
Ohio. The idea was to show that others are paid more 
than Hitch. This is true. Four others in the whole country 
get salaries higher than Hitch. Some are also provided a 
home and staff. 
It is quite apparent that there are those who would 
measure a university’s “ greatness” in terms of what is 
paid its president. On that basis some of the most 
backward countries of the world are far “ greater” than 
the United States since their potentates are fabulously 
compensated. 
In further justification of Hitch’s compensation 
reference is made to the huge billion dollar budget he 
administers. By the same reasoning the Secretary of 
Defense is horrendously underpaid. 
It was also stated that the salary and “ fringe benefits” 
are an “ essential prerequisite” in recruiting and 
retaining “ outstanding persons” . 
The validity of that argument suffers in Hitch’s case. 
They had already “ recruited” him. Just two years

acts

fulfillment. His daydreams 
are about getting even with

Were investing in tomorrow. 
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State has 194 
sex discrimination 
laws on books 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — California has 194 laws which 
discriminate on the basis of sex, according to a legislative 
counsel’s study requested by Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti. 
While the laws span a wide variety of topics including 
profanity and pregnancy, perhaps the most basic is one 
which identifies the husband as the head of the family and 
pennits him to “choose any reasonable place or mode of 
living, and the wife must conform to his choice.” 
Another law cited in the 38-page study states that both 
parties of a marriage have equal interests in community 
property but the management and control of it is under the 
husband. 
And state penal codes say a woman cannot be executed 
while she is pregnant. 
Moretti, a Van Nuys Democrat, requested the study in 
hopes the legislature will wipe out many of the 
discriminatory laws even if the nation fails to ratify the 
proposed 
Equal 
Rights 
Amendment 
to 
the 
U.S. 
Constitution. 
“It is a crime to use vulgar, profane or indecent language 
on public streets or highways in an inincorporated town, in 
a loud and boisterous manner within hearing of women and 
children,” declares one of the sexist California laws. 
Election laws require women to register as “Miss” or 
“Mrs.” 
However, not all of the laws which discriinate on the 
basis of sex work to the disadvantage of women. 
Women over 62 years of age may obtain free fishing 
licenses while men must wait until they are 65. 
State colleges must eliminate all policies “which 
detrimentally and unreasonably affect the employment 
status of females,” according to another statute. 
California law also fixes maximum working hours for 
women in certain occupations. But these laws have been 
struck down by the U.S. 9th Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
reasoned they bar women from certain jobs and promotions 
that demand longer hours. 
State law declares that no woman employe shall be 
required to lift any object weighing 50 pounds or more. 
School districts are required by law to grant maternity 
leaves to women employes. The state government “may” 
grant such leaves. 
Several bills have been introduced in the legislature to 
eliminate sexual discrimination. But others —and there are 
many —have apparently been overlooked. 
Assemblyman Henry Waxman, D-Los Angeles, has 
proposed a bill (AB312) to outlaw discriminatory denial of 
credit to women. Many retailers require the husband’s 
signature on a credit card application by a wife. 
Women would be eligible for disability insurance when 
they become pregnant under legislation introduced by Sen. 
George Moscone, D-San Francisco. Similar legislation was 
vetoed by Gov. Ronald Reagan last year. 


Oglala Indians block 
landing of supplies 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) — A helicopter loaded with 
medical supplies was prevented from entering Wounded 
Knee Sunday by local Oglala Sioux Indians who vowed to 
keep all supplies out of the hamlet until militant Indians 
end their 48-day occupation. 
Federal authorities, caught in the squeeze of trying to 
keep local peace and end the occupation without bloodshed, 
apparently gave in to the local Indians when the helicopter 
was turned back at federal roadblock No. 1. 
Meanwhile, an attorney for American Indian Movement 
(AIM) members entrenched at Wounded Knee said in New 
York Sunday that he would attempt to obtain a restraining 
order against the local Indians who set up the blockade of 
supplies. 
Reports of sporadic shooting in the Wounded Knee area 
early Sunday remained unconfirmed today. A rancher, 
George Coats, said four armed men came to his ranch and 
drove off several head of his cattle. 
There were no negotiations scheduled for today between 
government officials and Indians occupying Wounded Knee. 
The militants possibily were awaiting the outcome of the 
scheduled court appearance of two AIM leaders in the U.S. 
District Court at Pierre, S.D.

President plans trip 
to Europe in the fall

Nixon plans a trip to Europe this fall which 
White House sources say will take him to 
Great Britain, France, West Germany and

Sunday when he talked to reporters after a

described it as “a grand tour” but did not 
mention specific dates. 
He also did not mention the countries he 
would visit, but aides said they would 
include the largest nations of Western 
Europe. 
White House sources also revealed 
Sunday that Soviet Communist party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev will come to 
Washington in late June for talks with 
Nixon. 
This meeting will follow up the summit 
meeting Nixon and Brezhnev held in 
Moscow last May which resulted in 
strategic arms limitation treaties and 
agreements 
for expanded 
trade 
and 
cultural exchanges. 
Nixon also said Sunday that he would 
meet with French President Georges 
Pompidou 
before 
embarking 
on

European trip. He indicated these talks 


might not take place in Washington. 
The President apparently has tried to 
turn his attention in foreign affairs to 
Europe following the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Vietnam. He said recently that 
“this is the year of Europe.” Most of his 
foreign visitors this year have been from 
Europe and the Middle East. 


President Giulio Andreotti of Italy will 
arrive in Washington Tuesday for an 
official visit. West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt plans two days of conferences 
with Nixon in Washington starting May 1. 


Nixon is expected to discuss with the 
Italian president and Brandt and during his 
trip in the fall the strengthening of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
economic relations.

G M not recalling Cadillacs? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Ralph Nader- 
backed consumer group said today General 
motors has failed to recall 100,000 Cadillac 
cars with potentially catastrophic steering 
failures. 
Lowell Dodge, director of the Center for 
Auto Safety, urged Congress to give the' 
government the power to force automakers 
to recall cars with safety defects. 
He submitted GM’s own internal records 
to a House subcommittee on commerce 
and finance to back up his charge that the 
firm failed to recall 1959-60 Cadillacs 
despite evidence indicating that a defective

With three minutes left, the Los 
Angeles Lakers’ one-year National 
B a s k e t b a l l

Championship reign was virtually 
over. 
The Chicago Bulls held a 90-84 
lead 
and

way—absolutely no way—they could 
lose. 
But they did, by a 95-92 score 
Sunday night, keeping the Lakers’ 
bid for a b'ack-to-back pro basketball 
titles very much alive. 
“Luck really had more to do with 
it than anything else,’’ admitted 
Wilt Chamberlain, whose eighth 
blocked shot of the game proved the 
difference. 
The aging giant from Kansas 
came out from beneath the basket 
and swatted a 15-foot Norm Van 
Lier jump shot into the air. Then he 
fired a full court pass to the 
breaking Gail Goodrich, who made a 


layup with 28 seconds left to give 
the Lakers a 93-92 lead. 
“I was just going after the man 
who 
had 
the 
ball,” 
said 
the 
perspiring Chamberlain in the happy 
Laker dressing room. The block and 
the pass were just reactions.“ 


A smiling Goodrich added, “ I just 
saw Wilt block the ball and broke. 
When I got the ball, I said to myself, 
T vegottoh itit.’” 
“Wilt just barely deflected Van 
Lier’s shot,” said a downcast Dick 
Motta, the Chicago coach. “This 
loss is just like a year’s work down 
the drain.” 


After Goodrich’s basket, Chicago 
called a time out and brought the 
ball in with 20 seconds left in the 
game and 17 on the 24-second clock. 
But the Bulls couldn’t get an open 
shot before the clock expired. 
“1 thought,” added Motta, “we 
had the game even with 20 seconds 


to go. All we had to do is get a good 
shot.” 
Jerry West was fouled by Van Lier 
with two seconds left and converted 
two insurance free throws.

Old Yank stars 
recall the Babe, 
.. Stadium opener

NEW YORK (UPI) The Bronx on Sunday, the honored 
recipient being a grand old ballyard. 
g b 
. Y,ankee Stadium> “the House that Ruth built” and soon to 
be “the House that Lindsay renovated,” will officially be 50 
1 
years old on Wednesday and to commemorate the nostalgic 
occasion, the Yankees invited back two of the surviving 
members of their 1923 team - Bob Shawkey and Whitey 
Witt —in addition to a host of baseball dignitaries that 
included Mrs. Clare Ruth, widow of the Babe, and the 
longtime ‘‘Voice of the Yankees,” Mel Allen, who served as 
master of ceremonies. 
There couldn’t have been a better day to honor the 
cavernous, historic stadium that now has become the 
Babe’s legacy. The customary New York smog was 
drowned out by rays of bright sunshine an<f high atop the 
stadium roof, proudly blowing in the soft breeze, were the 
championship pennants of bygone eras— perhaps serving to 
remind the current crop of young Yankees -Murcer, 
White, Nettles et. al —of the promise they bear. 
“This was the greatest ballpark in all of baseball,” Witt 
was saying as he tugged at a borrowed, slightly altered pair 
of Yankee pinstripes before the pre-game fesitivites. “And 
to tell you the truth, it still is. I don’t know why in hell thev 
wanna go and change it all around. ” 
Shawkey, whose historic first pitch against the Boston 
Red Sox christened the stadium those 50 years earlier 
before what was then a record crowd of 74,217, sat quietly 
nearby, allowing Witt to do most of the reminiscing. When 
prodded, thoughj he too had some fond memories. 
I think Whitey here got the first hit,” Shawkey said, 
“but as only fate would have it, the Babe hit the only homer 
and it won the game. We won it, 4-1, and even to this day, 
being the first pitcher to win in this park was the greatest 
thrill I had in 15 years in this game.” 
The mention of Ruth brought a twinkle to Witt’s eye. 
“You wanna hear some stories about Ruth,” he said. “I’ll 
tell you about him. After all, I knew him pretty well since 
he played rightfield and I played next to him in center. 
“I can remember, whenever there was a ball hit between 
us, the Babe would yell over to me, “Laddy, you better get 
on your bike and chase that one. ” ’ 
A while later, they got the festivities under way and the 
crowd, which was only 35,700 this time, roared as Allen 
trotted out to a microphone in the middle of the infield and 
began expounding on the 20 world championships and 27 
American League pennants of past Yankee clubs. 


They roared even louder when Mrs. Ruth was introduced. 
She blew a kiss to them and later, after cutting the 
ceremonial cake, she placed a floral wreath on the Babe’s 
monument in left centerfield, the most poignant moment of 
the day. 


“I hope they don’t expect me to do any hitting,” Witt was 
saying to Shawkey before they took the field. “When you 
throw that pitch, make sure it’s on the right side of me. 
“Actually, they promised me that all I had to do was walk 
out there with my bat and then walk back. That’s fine 
cause right after that, we’re gonna come back in here and 
get to that bar and have some drinks. To hell with the . 
game.” 
It was indeed a good day to hoist a few in honor of the 
Babe and his ball park.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


Richardson-Senate 


Washington — At the formal 
preview 
of 
the 
great 
French 
impressionists on loan exhibit to the 
National 
Gallery, 
Secretary of 
Defense EUiot L. Richardson took a 
wistful backward look at his origins. 
He remarked that once, as a very 
young 
man, 
he 
had collected 
reproductions 
of 
these 
same 
pictures. 
That was when he 
had 
considered 
painting 
as 
a 
career. 
He 
continues to be a 
water colorist of no 
mean ability and 
when he has time, 
which is more and 
more 
in 
short 
supply in his new 
post, the secretary 
goes back to the 
avocation 
that 
might have been a 
vocation. 
Perhaps the most cultivated and 
urbane of the men who have come 
through 
the 
Nixon 
years, 
Richardson has also proved m three 
widely contrasting posts to be one of 
the ablest. As secretary of defense 
he is confronted with demands that 
will tax all his abilities. Not the 
least is the burden put on him to 
defend the continued bombing by B- 
52s in Cambodia. 
This is becoming for the critics a 
constitutional issue of the gravest 
meaning. The use of American air 
power bad been justified by the need 
to protect American troops on the 
ground. Now that all the troops are 
removed there can be no legal 
justification, say the critics with 
Sen. J. William Fulbright in the 
forefront, 
for 
pounding 
this 
shattered, 
largely 
ruined 
little 
country. If the President can do this 
he can at any time and in any place 
use American military might to 
achieve 
his 
political-diplomatic 
ends. This is a usurpation of the 
war-making power that must have 
the founding fathers revolving in 
their graves. 
In several forums Richardson has 
given different reasoning for the 
accelerated daily pounding — as 
many as 60 B-52s - of Cambodian 
trails and highways. At one point he 
called Cambodia an “ally.” No one 
had gone that far before. 
On another occasion he said it was 
essential to clean up a lingering

comer of the Indochina War. In his 
latest statement he said it might be 
necessary to airlift supplies, arms 
and 
gasoline 
to 
besieged 
government forces in Phnom Penh. 
The reason for the bombing is 
obvious enough — to try to shore up 
the faltering regime of Premier Lon 
Nol as his capital is increasingly cut 
off from all contact by rail and 
river. 


Richardson’s legal skill in this box 
cannot be discounted. Graduating 
from Harvard Law School with 
honors he became a law clerk first 
to Judge Learned Hand in New York 
and 
then 
to 
Justice 
Felix 
Frankfurter, a connoisseur of law 
clerks out of Harvard. In elective 
politics in Massachusetts he was 
first lieutenant governor and then 
attorney general, a post he left to 
come to Washington at Nixon’s 
bidding as under secretary of state. 


He was highly effective at State. 
In a friendly liaison with Henry A. 
Kissinger, the President’s adviser 
on National Security Affairs, they 
lunched together on Thursdays each 
week. Kissinger has said that if 
Richardson had stayed on as under 
secretary, 
with 
a 
cooperation 
involving all issues between the big 
bureaucracy and the little state 
department in the White House, the 
hostilities between the two might 
never have arisen. 


But Richardson was wrenched 
away to be secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare and the 
wailing and gnashing of teeth in 
foggy bottom could be heard from 
miles around coming from career 


officers who felt they were losing 
their principal defender. At HEW 
Richardson 
took 
a 
reasoned, 
intelligent approach, battling all the 
way for the family assistance plan 
as the only viable way to reform 
welfare, until it was killed by the 
Louisiana strangler, Sen. Russell 
Long. 


His admirers are now asking 
whether the pentagon is not a booby 
trap. As Defense secretary he 
succeeded that tough graduate of 
congressional politics, Melvin R. 
Laird. A cynical House member put 
it this way: “You don’t really think 
that Boston guppy can survive those 
sharks over m the Pentagon, do 
you?” 


Cambodia may be slurred over but 
it will not go away. The pressure 
from Fulbright and others in the 
Senate is to put through a Senate 
resolution forbidding any further 
use of 
funds for bombing in 
Indochina. This might not have an 
immediate result, since there is 
money in the pipeline that can be 
drawn on to keep the B-52S flying. 
But it would be a clear sign of 
Senate rejection of the Richardson 
thesis. 


Several times at HEW Richardson 
was required on order of the White 
House to compromise on positions 
he had previously taken. Cambodia 
is a far larger issue and whether he. 
is the good soldier taking orders or 
whether he has larger loyalties may 
be resolved in the grim maze of the' 
office he now holds.

The POWs and victory 


The return of Charles Everett 
Southwick and the rest of the 
prisoners of war has resembled, in 
its lancing of our national war 
anguish, a triumphal march. Indeed, 
it is triumph enough that they are 
finally home and our war mostly 
over. 
Yet 
there 
is 
injustice in their 
repeated 
use 
as 
symbols 
of 
the 
American Vietnam 
and, 
with 
it, 
a 
danger. 
That we love and 
belaurel Southwick 
and all of the POWs 
couldn’t be more 
appropriate; 
that 
they are heroes is 
clear. 
It’s presumptuous just to say this. 
Nor is there evidence that they’ve 
lied about their unimaginably cruel 
years. Their scars, their cavernous 
stares are eloquent. Yet their 
integrity survives. 
But the thought that they really 
represent all of the men who 
returned from Vietnam or fell there 
is difficult to sustain. 
The majority of the returning 
POWs were military professionals, 
highly trained, motivated and paid 
officer-veterans of the air war in the 
North. 
The mass of Americans who 
fought in Vietnam, and of the over 
45,000 who were killed there, were 
draftees or other enlisted one- 
hitchers, many plucked from other 


lives they preferred, who slo{ 
through the land war in the »___ 
and lost their lives by the ten 
thousands to capture or defend 
remote jungle hills now abandoned. 
As many cameras weren’t purring 
at the gangways nor were as many 
bands tuned during the nine years 
that these veterans overwhelmed us 
with their thousands as are now for 
the air war prisoners. Nor do we 
hear their varied conclusions on the 
war now that it is mostly over. 
Is it because we feel that these 
men, who fought though they may 
have decried or feared it, were less 
heroic than those who went as 
professionals? Probably not. 
But many 
of these men were 
grim. 
They 
returned confused, 
unemployable, 
bitter, 
addicted, 
incomplete. They told of comrades 
decapitated, 
children 
bearing 
bombs, massacre, betrayal by their 
allies, murder by grenade, women 
scalped, collapses of discipline at 
the highest levels. 
Unlike the POWs, they did not all 
speak of an orderly or well justified 
war. 
“Were we really capable of 
destroying and grievine Vietnam 
in order to save it?” The question 
was a national agony and the agony 
festered. 
Nor could many of the land war 
veterans 
thank 
the 
past 
four 
presidents for their experience or, 
unlike almost all of the returning 
POWs from the north, agree with 
President Nixon that they were 
never prouder to be Americans than
